Remarks/Arguments: 



In response to the Restriction Requirement of June 6, 2008, applicants elect Group I: Claims 1 
to 1 0 and 1 7, drawn to a compound of formula (1 ) classified in class 548 and numerous 
subclasses. 

Applicants note that among the groups that the Examiner had created was Group III: Claim 18, 
drawn to a subset of compounds of formula (1) classified in class 548 and numerous 
subclasses. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner include claim 18, Group III in 
Group I. It is applicants' understanding that if the genus of formula (1), Group I was found to be 
allowable, then the compounds of claim 18, Group III (which all fall within the scope of the genus 
of formula (1), Group I) would also be allowable. No further searching on the part of the 
Examiner would be required to establish the allowability of the compounds of claim 18. 
Applicants thus respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider his proposed groups and 
make Group Ilia part of Group I.
